The Soldiers’ Home Park. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Wastineton, July 24.—Nothing has been definitely 
decided as to the last resting place of Gen. Grant, 
but the indications are that the Soldiers’ Home Park, 
in this city, will be selected, and the proposed site 
of the mausoleum is one of the most commanding in 
the grounds. Accompanied by Gen. Hunt, the 
Post-DisPaTcou correspondent to-day walked over 
grassy slopes and cool white roads to a green knoll 
which the General said had been set apart for the 
grave of the dead chieftain. It is most proper,” 
said Gen. Hunt, that Gen. Grant should be buried 
here, at ‘the National Capital, where

AMERICA'S MOST FAMOUS SOLDIERS. 
We have a precedent for burying him at the 
Soldiers’ Home. As you know, Napoleon's 
remains are interred atthe Hotel Des Invalides 
at Paris, which is the Soldiers’ Home, 
with the bodies of two of his marshals, one on 
either side. This is one of the most beautiful 
spots that can be found, and if he is buried here, 
there should be a grand monument worthy of him 


and the place, and I have no doubt there will be.“ 
I hope our great soldier will be buried here,”

The committee to make the nec- 
sary preparations provided for by the resolution was 
appointed. A communication was read from Clerk 
Turner, who had been dispatched to Mt. Mc- 
Grezor to confer with the family of Gen. Grant in 
relation to his sepulture in one of the parks 
of this city. It stated that it was 
likely the proposition weuld be accepted. A 
resolution was adopted empowering the Mayor in 
case the proposition was accepted to appoint a 
committee to collect the quota te be contributed by 
the people toward a national monument.

Electrical d iacha were observed in eighty 
Cases. as Occurring in tne viouds surrounding the 
tornado cloud,that is, in the clouds near the horizon 
and in twenty-seven cases has occurred in the fun- 
nel cloud. The width of the path of destruction 
supposed to embrace the distance hetween the areas 
of sensible winds on the two sides of the tornado cloud 
varied in sixty-two cases from 70 to 5,280 feet, the 
average being 1,087 feet.

point varied from “an instant to about 
the average being about 45 seconds, 
The State in which the number 
oes occurred is Georgia, followed by South 
Carolina and Alabama. The month in whica the 
number of tornad:es occurred, is February. 
Yet this did not indicate that it was the monto of 
greatest frequency, because there were only two 
days of the entire month on which these storms oo 
cu . The month of the greatest frequency, that 
is, the month embracing the largest number of days 
on which tornadoes occurred is July. The papers 
say that more than 2,000 buildings were uestroyed.

upon the syndicate now offering to take it at 
$1,500 per acre on speculation and with a view 
of ultimately selling it to the State at their own 
price. 
And that is not all. The Kansas City 
Journal refers to Kansas stone quarries, which 
are to furnish materials for a building roughly 
estimated to cost in the neighborhood of §1,- 
000,000.“ The plans include walls, around 
which and over the grounds broad streets and 
drives are to be laid out. The owners of the 
Kansas City Water Works are to have a big 
thing in the way of a contract to supply water- 
power, fountains, etc. In short, asthe Journal 
says, the structure is to be one of the most 
magnificent of its kind in the country, and an 
ornament to the city,” and the intention is to 
make the vicinity of the Penitentiary “an 
attractive portion of the city as far as art can 
make it so.” 

Are all these costly things afterthoughts, or 
were they included in the original under- 
standing which, according to Senator ALLEN, 
the representatives of Kansas City had with 
Auditor WaLkKEeR and Attorney-General 
Boone before the penitentiary bill was passed? 
A word or two of enlightenment from them 
may be called for as the swelling figures of the 
estimates begin to loom upon the public view.

It is probably 
the forerunner of vigorous movements against 
big land-grabbers wherever the public domain 
extends, and there is some reason to hope that 
it is the preface to a new and better policy for 
the civilization of the Indians and to preserve 
all Government lands for actual settlers and 
willing cultivators of the soil.

People in Nebraska and Kansas are hot at the at- 
tempt of the railroads to make them pay 20 cents 
per bushel on their wheat from Missouri River 
points to Chicago, while wheat from Colorado and 
Utah is charged only 12 cents for transportation 
over the same route. The roads made a strong 
effort to keep the matter a secret, but it is out all 
the same. The reason given is this: 

That Colorade and Utah are principally devoted 
to mining industries, which have not been pan- 
ning out lately to any appreciabie extent, and the 
people in those sections have during the past year 
devoted their attention to wheat raising. In order 
to help these people to sell their products and en- 
able them to tide over the present hard times, it is 
necessary for the railroads to carry their wheat at 
exceedingly low rates. 

The idea of railroad regulation of business in dif- 
ferent States by freight discriminations of this kind 
is something new, and the outcome will be watched 
with interest.

Miss Phobe Couzins Talks About General 
Grant—A Journey. 


Miss Phoebe Cousins, talking about Gen. Grant, 
said; “I first met Gen. Grant in Washington in 
1873, shortly after his second inauguratien, I saw 
considerable of him during my stay, He was 
always a silent man, you know, and the cares of 
office tended to emphasize this trait. But in private 
he often talked quite freely, and displayed a face- 
tiousness with which, I believe, he is not commonly 
credited. To show that lam not mistaken, I will 
relate an incident that occu at 
the time of which I speak. Susan B. Anthony and 
myself were walking one Saturday afternoon on 
Pennsylvania avenue when I saw General Grant 
aparoccting. It happened that the two had never 
met.

~ WAGES IN FRANCE 


The Weekly Stipend of Laborers in 
Various Callings.

‘Some Idea of the Difficulties of Sup- 


porting a Family Upon $4 Per Week 
—Female and Child Labor and Its 
Hardships—Why Strikes Are Uncom- 
mon Among the French People, 


a 


The French labor market may fairly be viewed 
from the four principal centers, vis: Bordeaux. 
Marseilles, Rouen and Rheims, Each of these 
districts entertain peculiarities with regard to labor 


which will be noticed in the course of the descrip- 


tion; but since much that is said of one will apply 


to all, it wil be understood that, except where 


otherwise specified, the facts given below are 
descriptive of France as a whole. France encyr- 
ages every industry required by civilization, ber 
present specialty being the productien of machinery, 
in which abe is becoming eminent, Wages are low, 
very low in France, which is still some distance be. 
hind England in this respect, and the cost of the 
necessities of life is higher than in any other coun- 


try. In spite of these serious difficulties, however, | 


the French mechanic, with the wondrous genius for 
thrift aad the extraordinary ability for getting 100 
cents worth out of every dollar peculiar to the nation, 
generally contrives to pay his way, and to gather 
up @ little hoard, which nothing short of actual 
starvation will induce him to touch. To this rule 
the artisans in the district represented by Bordeaux 
are exceptions, The Bordeaux workmen, when 
single, usually hve from hand to mouth, indulging 
in dissipation while their earnings last; more 
especialiy on Monday, which is termed “blue 
Monday and observed as a weekly holiday in many 
parts of continental Earope, though more in 
Bordeaux than elsewhere, After marriage, how- 
ever, they lead more regular lives, the wife work- 
j with the husband, and when there are no 
children the resuit is comfort at home and a few 
francs in the bank. When taere is a family the 
mother takes her little ones to tae noare t asylum 
in the morning and re urns for them after work, 
ying ene cent per head, food not included. 
his last practice is general throughout France. 
Tus wages paid a com nt mechanic 
average about $4a week, rising to $6 and $7 in tue 
case of butcbers and iliers, and sinking-to be- 
tween $2 and $3 in that of tenn cigar makers, 
coopers and some other trades. y brewers 
ru but $1 74 per week, though others make $5. 
e luckiest man in France is the stevedore, who 
ts $18 50 per week, the lowest for this trade 
— $6 75, and the average $9 50. The most

The ordinary diet of the ma man 
taking his meals at home consists of soup, made 
from vegetables and bones, or the chespest cuts 
from the butcher's stall, bread, cheap np 
and sometimes fruit, when abundaat, au 
wine, which is used at every meal. 
THE SINGLE MAN, 
who is in the majority, ‘akes his meals in restaur- 
ants or cafes, where for from ~ fifteen to 
twenty centimes he gets 4 stew made of cheap, and 
not awa t meats, oid vegetables, 
bread aud a bottle of wine. or at least a horrible 
bev made from a mixture of alcohol, water. 
log wood and various coloring matters called wine. 
These restaurants being the resort of all unem- 
ployed men, are a danger alike to public health and 
morals, being the home of the outcast of society. 
Petitions have frequently been presented to have a 
aumber of these restauranis closed, but without re- 
guilt. Tue increasing expenses weighing on the 
municipality make it n to grant as maby 
licenses as can be paid fur. The temporary credit 
granted by the restaurant keepers, and also their

Purchasers Deterred From Visiting 
Desirable Lots and Houses—The 
Usual Period of Mid-Summer Leth- 
argy—Renting Holding Its Own 
Nobly—Chats With the Agents. 


When thermemetrical readings run up inte the 
nineties the real estate market is invariably dull. 
Nothing checks the spirit of speculation more 
effectually than excessively hot weather, and this 
well applies with more force to real estate opera- 
tions than, perhaps, any other kind. The intention 
to buy a home or other piece of real property neces- 
sitates a visit to it. The real estate agent can be 
relied upon to describe with fidelity all the advant- 
ages offered by the property under consideration 
by the buyer, but the latter is the only reliable 
judge of its shortcomings, and these must\be dis- 
covered ina careful personal inspection. This, of 
course, takes time, and there are very few people 
who would care to brave the hot sun in order to 
satisfy themselves of the quality of a lot of ground 
or a house in which they were thinking of mvest- 
ing Of all transactions those in real estate are 
conducted in the slowest way. The advance from 
the first nibble to the final transfer is made along 
a series of very guarded dicker- 
ings in which neither party to the 
negotiation ever displays anything like undue 
anxiety.
